MUSICAL GOOD-WILL CRUISE 
Leopold Stowkowski’s plan for a musical 
good will tour of South America next sum­ 
mer is receiving the consideration of diplo­ 
matic representatives from that region in 
Washington.

man played in the great author’s career. 
It was near Brattleboro that Kipling did 
much of his best work. Shortly after their 
m arriage in England the couple settled down 
in Vermont, buying a home in the picturesque 
bills near Brattleboro and living there for 
several years. The author liked New England 
and seemed inclined to liecome an American 
citizen. His failure to do so was probably the 
result of a feud developed against him by 
Mrs. Kipling's brother. It resulted in such 
persecution of the author that he finally fled 
to England and Itoth of them last their lik­ 
ing for America. 
Many of Kipling’s finest stories and poems 
were w ritten in the house on that Vermont 
hillside. The author’s head was seething with 
ideas and he worked incessantly. For such a 
man the most essential thing was privacy. He 
bad a room whose only outlet was a narrow 
hall w here Mrs. Kipling stood guard and kept 
the world from bothering him. She also had 
a practice of carefully sifting his waste bas­ 
ket.

RELIEF VARIATIONS 
The Council of State Governments has 
b e n collecting information throughout the 
country un relief practices. A surprising 
mn ie iii relief payments has been discovered. 
For example, the average monthly allow- 
nnee in Oklahoma is $3.38. New York’s aver­ 
age is S.44.2S. In Ohio, to w hich a recent relief 
crisis called national attention, the monthly 
average is $16.18, a sum considerably below 
the averages in other industrial states. 
These differences are not w holly accounted 
for by differences in human need or differ­ 
ences in food and clothing costs. Various relief 
systems may In* more efficient, or more 
wasteful, or more generous, or more closely 
adapted to actual needs. Even the highest 
sum, it it is the recipient's main reliance, cer­ 
tainly does not encourage indulgence in lux­ 
uries. The lowest sum, in many eases, must 
mean that some recipients are existing on a 
level far below’ the ideal American standard 
of living, if not actually little above starva­ 
tion. 
These are matters for the earnest consid­ 
eration not simply of relief workers and pub­ 
lic officials and relief clients. They are the 
urgent concern of every American citizen. 
who should be interested in. and sicking, 
ways to end the need for relief of this kind.

The child may be bored because 
of lack of companionship and other 
activities, and use the occasion of 
a m eal to create interest or draw 
attention. 


A child may have too many de­ 
cisions to make. 
Some parent*, in

children to decide w hat to eat, 
where and when. 


Consistent dislike for a certain 
food m ay not be the actual cause 
of a refusal to eat.

Under-Water Mountains 
The United States now own* two 
brand 
new 
9,000-foot 
mountain 
peaks. 
Announcement of the discovery of 
these two new peaks w in made in 
San Francisco by Capt. E W. Eikel- 
berg and Ensign H. G. Conerly of 
the U. S. geodetical ship Guide, 
which 
has 
returned 
after seven 
months of exploration off the Alaska 
coast. 
The fact that the two mountain 
peaks are at the bottom of the Pa­ 
cific and that their tips are 2.000 
feet beneath the surface of the aet 
in no way detracts from their im­ 
portance, Eikelberg said. 
The peaks were discovered a few 
weeks 
after that portion of the 
ocean’s bottom had been the center 
of a huge earthquake. 
It was be­ 
lieved that they were thrust upwards 
by the quake itself. 
The “ possessions,” never before 
knowm to m ariners, are situated 
about 330 miles west of Cape Flat­ 
tery in a little explored part of the 
ocean. 
The larger one is approxi­ 
mately 9.800 feet tall. 
It would 
rear 2.000 feet higher than Mount 
Olympus if it were on land. 
There still rem ain about 100,000 
square miles of the area unexplored, 
but Eikelberg reported that the dis­ 
covery of the new peaks will five 
m ariners in that part of the world a 
landm ark from which they can reck­ 
on their position when the sun or 
stars are invisible.
